fertility is very great, and its capacity for 
producing cereals is wonderful. We have 
tuo in jst unexceptionable authority for 
stating that wheat crops reach an averago 
of sixty bushels to tho ucro. It is also 
eminently adapted for stock-farming. 
That tho last years havo been marked by 
soma progress in settled porsuits wo are 
happy to know; but still iliatjjrogross is 
out of all proportion to tho capabilities 
and attractions of tho country. It is the 
opinion of intelligent, well-informed men 
t'.iatif a small garrisi n *er. o tabl.she , a 
at Joseph's Praiii.', lud uu.tur.il and ui..._,ot 
solo inlet, it would be tho certain means 
of giving a very decided impetus to settle- 
ment in the Kootenay country. Siuco 
tho intention of Ool. Ituss to recommend 
such a step became kuow.i, wo are assur- 
ed that quite a number havo just been 
■w liting fur tnat as the only thing calculated 
to justify them iu bringing in their fuuii- 
l ; es and settling. Without that there is 
110 reason fo.- expecting much progress in 
settlement; for although t here are no ri- 
oent Indian depredations to record, yet 
there exists tho constant foiling ot iusi - 
curity which naturally arises fr„m tlie | 
consciousness that a few hundred Biaek- 
fuot warriors could at an., - mouK'i t sw.iop 
down upuii tho oettieujent and murder 
and plunder at will. Apart, therefore, 
from the necessities arising iu Connection 
with railway interests, we feel confident 
that any expenditure necessary to estab- 
lish and maintain a small garrison at 
Kooteuay would be far more than compen- 
sated for by tlie increased settlement and 
augmented developauent of tlie natural re- 
sources of the country both mineral and 
agricultural certain to arise therefrom.

Our city contemporary, through the 
medium of a luminous correspondent, 
who seems to be gifted with much pow- 
er of profound moralizing, reports that 
the Drummondvillo gathering ou Tues- 
day was a great, success.

How. is this curious < ircum itance t j be 
acco mted for V Simply by the fuc 
that Mr. Thompson spoke some very 
disagreeable truths about the lent:© s 
of the Party. He told his audience 
that they had been in opposition for 
sevouteen years, and would bo there 
for sevonteen more if the}' did not 
chaugo their tactics. They ha. I no pol- 
icy, he saiil. Tlie Reformers of the 
Maritime Provinces could not work 
with thorn because they could not com- 
prehend them — did not understand 
what their principles were nor what 
thoir policy was. Moreover, Mr. 
Thompson made the rebel i ms declara- 
tion that there was nothing in tho Pa- 
c fl ; £o tndal and tl ey would lind out 
tnme was nothing in it. Ho maintain- 
ed, too, that the amounts paid to ih; 
othor Provinces were not too much, 
and oven if more had to bo paid it 
would not bo misspent money, if they 
expectod hi) adhorenco to tho party 
they must adopt a policy which he 
could approvo, and much more to tho 
Sftiiio effect. All of which, of course, 
is very shocking, aud readily accounts 
for Mr. Thompson's being ignored, and 
for tho wljolo demonstration being us 
nearly ignored as possible.

Arrivals from Home. 

Nanaimo is quiotlj, and without any 
aid from Government, doing a good 
work in bringing a moat valuable class of 
Immigrants outfroniOld England. About 
a month ago a number of the right sort 
arrived; but we rogrot to hoar that thoy 
are very muoh disappointed in finding tho 
fatal word '"Reserved" written across tho 
fairfaoaof Vancouver. Thoy desire to 
t»ko up homesteads and settle hear thoir 
friends in the Nanaimo Diatriot, but find 
themselves shut out by tlio so-oalled Rail- 
way Ko3orvation. Tho Prince Alfred 
brought up somo more on her last trip, 
amongst them Mr. Gamier, who has been 
homo on a visit to England, and Mr. 
Jeremiah Westwood, father-in-law of Mr. 
Joseph Webb, of Nanaimo. We aro glad 
to know that both have arrived iu oxcol- 
lea; health and sp.rits. To both of these 
goutleiueii we teiuier a hearty woleomo, 
and we hope thoy may prove to be but 
tho piouoorB of many such. Referring 
to tu«* latter, we find the following iu t.io 
JJrierloy Hill (County Worcester) Adver- 
lifer of the 16th August: 

"FAHBWELL SUTPKK TO MB. JEREMIAH

Across the Continent.— The Stm Fran- 
cisco Chronicle says of the small 
trunk that was checked through 
from Halifax to San Francisco: 
— N. C. Wheeler. General Baggage Agent 
of the Central Pacific Raitroad Company, 
had in his ollice a small hand trunk which 
had come through from Halifax on the 
Iuter-Colouial line, a distance of 4,196 
mile*. It was shipped by Mr. Clark, the 
baggage agent at that point, and came by 
the way of the Intercolonial. Eastern and 
North American, the Maine, Csntral, 
Emiarn, Boston and Albany, ' ew York 
and Harlem. Hudson River, Pennsylva- 
nia, Fort Wayne, Wabash and Chicago, 
Burlington and Missouri, Union Pacific, 
and Central Pacific railroads— twelve 
roads in all. The object in shipping it 
was to show the perfection and efficiency 
of the arrangements recently perfected 
for the shipping of baggage. It has a 
waybill in blank on 0110 sido. and each 
place of transfer from one road to another 
is marked thereon, with tho date of arri- 
val and time of departure. The arrange- 
ments are so perfect, that if tho baggage 
is. detained or lost, it can be traced to any 
point on any road on tho continent. The 
trunk contained a bottlo of Halifax 
brandy, and a bottlo of water, and some 
letters and newspapers. Tho water was 
emptied into the bay and tho bottle was 
filled with water from the bay to bo sent 
back, with a bottle of California wine 
and another-of native brandy, and some 
letters and newspapers The trunk will 
be sent back to Halifax by tho samo 
rmtesitcama. It will reach its point of 
destination in eight days. 

President Grant.— Tho President of 
tha United Status has, according to the 
Colorado papers, had a lucky windfall. 
Whon he was in thi.t State an enthusiastic 
admirer, in shaking hands vi h him one 
mailt at his hotel, slipped into Ins hand a 
deed convoying to Ulysses S. Grant an 
undivided half-interest in a silver mining 
Jo lo, situated in Clear Creek County. 
Tho President accepted it with Ihk 
usual courtesy, and probably went 
homo without having given his now silver 
miueanv very serious consideration. But 
now it turns out that his partner -that is, 
tho to him, unknown individual who owns 
tho'otuor half -has been digging in the 
mine, and has struck "an uncommonly 
payinr lead." It is said tli t in compan- 
ion with tho owner of this lead Dives was 
in abioot want, and the fellows in the 
"Thousand and Ono Nights" wero beg 
oars For 50ft., as far as it lias been ex- 
plored, the "pav streak" is from 12in. to 
Sft. in width, mostly of gnv copper and 
brittlo silver, a;,d wonderfully rich. Oi\c 
Assay showed a coiu value of 819,280 to 
ihe ton, and the number of tons is sup- 
posed to bo as tho leaves in Vallombrosa. 
Thero is a vein of wealth in .si^lit, where 
tho President can put his hand on it, and 
nobody knows to what internal depths or 
widths the lead may extend.

Important tfews from the 
Caggiar Mines- 

From Mr. Goodhue, purser of tho Cali- 
fornia, who came down by tho U. S. Rev- 
enue Cuttor Lincoln, we gather tho fol- 
lowing startling intelligence : Tho stea- 
mer California, Capt. Hayes, left Sitka on 
the 23d in»t. bound for Portland. On lmr 
way Bho callod at Tongas and Fort Wran 
gol. Save and except one Custom house 
oJlicor every ono had left for tho mines, 
— traders and all — tho Stickeen River 
mouth being doaertod. Messrs. Smith and 
Adams had gone up to tho mines, ns well 
as Bramovitch, wLoio goods wero on the 
Califoria and aro conveyed back to Port- 
land, there being no ono at Fort Wrangle 
to secure them. 

Mr. Goodhue showed us some coarse 
wash gold ho had with him as pure and 
beautiful as that from Lightning Creek 
It will assay 818 50 per oz., of which he 
tikosdown S25U.

WHICUIilAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO REG III ATE 
and dolliie the duties of the Commissioner ap- 
pointed under •' The Corporation ol Victoria Water- 
works Act, 1873." 

BE IT TUEBEFOBE ENACTED by tho Mayor and 
Council ol the Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
follows : 

1. The said Commissioner shall subject to tho ap- 
proval and control of the Mayor aud Council aforesaid, 
de-sign, construct, build, purchase, improve, hold aud 
generally nialutslu, manage and conduct, Waterworks 
and all buildings, matters, machinery' and appliances 
therewith connected or uuccsaary thereto, for the pur- 
pose of conducting a sulBoieut quantity of pure and 
wholesome- waU r iiciui Elk Lake aud Bunver Luke to 
tin- adjacent City of Victoria for the use of tho inhabi- 
tants thereof, and shall examine, consider and decide 
upon all mattirs relative thereto. 

2. The said Commissioner shall keep separate books 
and accounts of the receipts and disbursements for or 
on account el tie- construction of the said Waterworks 
distinct trotn the books and accounts relating to other 
propi rty, funds, or assets belonging to the said Water- 
works, ami u record of all his official sets, and all such 
books and records shall be open to the Inspection and 
examination of the Mayor and Council o» . ur ~f 

or any person or persons appointed by them for that 
purpose. 

3. The said Commissioner shall, at least twice Ineaoh 
month during the construction of the said Waterworks, 
attend the. Mayor and Council in Committee and re- 
port to them in writing tho progress of such Water- 
works and such Information respecting the name as 
they may require. 

4. The said Commissioner Bhall, on or before the 
•list day of Deeeiubi r in each year, cause a return to he 
made to the Mayor and Council of the affairs of the 
said Watt (Works, showing a statement of the amounts 
ot the rents, Issues and profits arising from the said 
Waterworks, the number of tenants supplied with 
water, the extent and value of the movable and Im- 
movable propi rty thereunto belotging, the amount of 
debentures then issued and remaining unredeemed 
and uncancelled, and the interest paid thereon or yet 
due and unpaid, and the state of the Biuklng fund, the 
expenses ol collection and management and all other 
poiittugenciCB. salaries of officers and servants, tho 
costs of repairs, improvement* and alterations, the 
prices paid for tho acquisition of any real estate that 
may be acquired for the use of the said Waterworks, 
aud generally such a statement of the revenue aud ex- 
penditure of tie- said Waterworks as will at all times 
afford complete knowledge of the state of the affairs of 
the said Waterworks. 

5. Tl'.e said Commissioner Fhall give security in 
bonds tn the amount of two thousand dollars, to be ap-

0. The sakl Comttilssioiiersball, whilst ho shall con- 
tinue to he so employed and during the construction 
of tho said Waterworks, receive as remuneration a sal- 
ary at the rale of Eighteen Hundred Dollars per an- 
num, payable by equal monthly instalments. 

7. The duties of the said Commissioner shall, sub- 
ject to this By-law, be such as are further defined lu 
" The Corporation of Victoria .'xterworks Act, 1873."
